Note 
Is 
Considered Most 
Forceful Definition of 
A ttitude Toward 
Methods 


WASHINGTON. 
July 
17.— In a 
caveat filed with the British 
gov­ 
ernm ent July 14, the United States 
informed the London foreign office, 
the state -department announced 
to­ 
day, that the former will insist 
on 
America's rights under international 
law in prize court 
cases, “ without 
limitation or impairment by orders 
in council or other legislation by the 
British government.” 
Tho department 
also 
informed 
Great Britain that it will not recog­ 
nize the validity of prize court deci­ 
sions “ taken under restraint imposed 
by British municipal law in deroga­ 
tion of the rights of American citi­ 
zens under international law.” 
The sum m ary of the caveat made 
public by the state departm ent is as 
follows: 
“ In view of differences, which are 
understood to exist between the two 
governments as to the principles of 
law applicable in prize court 
pro­ 
ceedings in cases involving American 
interests and to avoid any m isunder­ 
standing as to the attitude of 
the 
Knifed States in regard to such pro­ 
ceedings. the government 
of 
the 
United States 
informs the British 
government that insofar as the in­ 
terests of American citizens are con­ 
cerned. it will 
insist 
upon 
their 
rights under the principles and rules 
of international law as hitherto es­ 
tablished. 
governing neutral 
trade 
in time of war. without limitation 
or impairment by orders in council 
or other maritine legislation by the 
British government and will not rec­ 
ognize the validity of 
prize 
court 
proceedings taken 
under 
restraint 
imposed by British municipal law in 
derogation of the rights 
of Ameri­ 
cans under international law.” 
Although Secretary 
Lansing 
de­ 
clared that 
the 
caveat 
was filed 
merely to protect Americans’ rights 
In prize court rases, the impression 
prevailed that 
recent 
conferences 
with Chicago packers, in connection 
with the British detention of thirtv- 
one meat cargoes, bound for neutral 
ports, were largely responsible for it. 
Regardless of the communication's 
origin it was said to be one of the 
strongest and cleanest definitions of 
the American attitude toward Brit­ 
ish prize court measures yet en u n ­ 
ciated by this government. 
Not only does it 
bear 
on prize 
court procedure relating to meat car­ 
goes. but also on the cases of cotton 
ships also held for prize court deci­ 
sions 
Though 
the 
German 
situation 
was not forgotten th# d e p artm en t’s 
action in connection with prize court 
procedure temporarily overshadowed 
the other issue today. 
This 
was 
partly due to the fact that no defin­ 
ite action on the German note was 
expected before the 
president

turns to Washington next week.

WILL GO TO MEET ON CUSHIONS 


Eighty 
Year 
Old 
Hiker 
Made 200 Miles to Mil­ 
waukee and Was iii 
Best of Shape 


Fighty-vear-old 
John 
Desmond. 
civil war veteran and oldest Eagle in 
Wisconsin, who started out July I 
to hike to Washington for the last 
convention of the Grand Army, got 
a letter from 
his 
wife yesterday 
morning at Milwaukee. 
He is com­ 
ing bgok—on 
th# 
t r a i n —and will 
m ake his march to Washington on 
the cushions of a Pullman. His hik­ 
ing plans came to an abrupt end with 
the receipt of the letter, last of a 
chain of missives he has received al­ 
most from the start of the jaunt from 
Mother 
Desmond and his family. 
They have been afraid he was unable 
to stand the fatigue of the trip, and 
became doubly determined with the 
hot weather of the last few’ days. 
The disappointed hiker is expect­ 
ed to reach La Crosse tomorrow’ or 
Monday. 
Until yesterday the 
old soldier 
failed to heed the repeated requests 
to abandon the trip, answering them 
with the statement that his physical 
condition was good, and from the 
letters received from Mr. Desmond 
in Milwaukee, it is evident that he is 
still loathe to forsake the hike for 
the comforts of a Pullman train. Al­ 
though he will not attempt to go to 
the convention on foot. Mr. I>esmond 
will leave early in September with 
a num ber of members of the G. A. 
R. to be present at the national gath ­ 
ering of the body at Phadelphia. 
In reaching Milwaukee, Mr. Des­ 
mond has negotiated 200 miles. His 
physical 
condition has been good 
during the entire trip. 
The fact that 
he traveled 27 miles at a stretch im­ 
mediately before arriving at Milwau­ 
kee, is ample testimony to the con­ 
dition of the hiker.

Opportunity to Destroy the

W ITH THE FRENCH ARMY AT I 
THE FRONT. June 28.— (Bv Mail to

York !— Any day the French 
select they can shell the very heart 
of Met* into a rubbish-heap.

I myself have Just seen Metz.

Through glasses 
the famous fifteenth century cathe­ 
dral, aa well as the other houses of 
the city, were plainly visible, for the 
day was fairly clear and the mighty 
fortress was but some I 4 miles away. 
Fourteen miles is a short distance 
in this day of big, long range how­ 
itzers. and the French are amply pro- 
i vided with artillery capable of con- 
1 siderably greater distance than that.

After the Germans had deliberate­ 
ly dropped shells of great caliber into 
Dunkirk shooting from behind their 
lines some 25 or SO miles away and

Turkish M issionaries 
Depend on Morgan than 
Thousands of friends of m ission­ 
aries in Turkey are depending on 
Ambassador Morganthau at Constan­ 
tinople. 
These 
m issionaries com e 
for the m ost part from the middle 
west. especially around Chicago and 
St. Louis. 
Their friends there are 
unable to hear directly from them , 
and have not heard much if anything 
since the beginning of May. 
Mr. 
Morganthau has promised, however, 
that he will give prompt information 
through our state departm ent of any 
harm, or even any real danger. On 
this assurance the mission boards are 
giving out that all are safe. In the 
Presbyterian mission board room in 
New York is piled up just now a con­ 
siderable 
quantity of mail m atter 
that went from America as far as 
there w'ere com m unications open, got 
all sorts of marks in all sorts of lan- 
gnages, and has been returned. 
Syrians in this country have sent, 
since Turkey declared war, the large 
sum of $155,000 to relatives in Tur­ 
le y . This money has gone through 
the hands of the Presbyterian board, 
which transfers it to the Episcopal 
board, and that in turn m akes a mo­ 
ney exchange with the Standard Oil 
company. No m oney really is sent in 
either direction, but by the plan m is­ 
sionaries in these shut in districts, 
and the Syrian friends of prosperous 
Syrians in America, get their m oney 
and the mission boards assure friends 
of m issionaries they are not suffer­ 
ing.

NEW YORK, July 17.— The invi­ 
tation extended by the Italian gov­ 
ernment to the leaders of the republi­ 
can and reform socialist parties to 
join the cabinet as ministers without 
portfolio, is an admission of the fail­ 
ure of Italy's military cam paign. Un­ 
der no circum stances of norma! pro­ 
cedure would 
these two extrem ist 
parties be asked to co-operate with 
a monarchial ministry. 
It is evident that dissatisfaction is 
making itself 
felt 
am ong Italians 
over the unexpected resisting power 
of the Austrians. Hence, the govern­ 
ment desires to enlarge the ministry 
so that responsibility for any disas­ 
ter which the future may have in 
store shall be shared by the revolu­ 
tionary parties. 
Fear of a revolu­ 
tion which could endanger the m on­ 
arch has never been absent from the 
minds of certain Italian statesm en 
since Italy went Into the war. 
Now after eight w eeks of war the 
Italians have been unable to advance 
beyond the first d o n n ees of the Aus­ 
trians. 
The situation, in fact, has 
become so serious that the Roman 
government has ceased to issue o ffi­ 
cial reports of proceedings in the war 
zones,

published, although sources outside 
Italy estim ate the Italian losses at
